(d) h.as been patented or made the subject of inventor's certificate issued before the actual 
filing date of the U S. patent application in any country foreign lo the United Staies of Ametica 
on an application filed by him or his legal representatives or assigns more than tweJve moaths 
before the actual filing date in the United States. 

NOTE; The "Information" concerned includes, but is not limited to, al! published applications 
and patents, including ap plicant's and assignee's own. U,S. or foreign appli cations aadpatccte. as 
well as any other piitinent prior art known, or which beconu^s loiown, to the inventor or his 
representatives. Where English language equivalents of foreign language documents are known, 
(hey should be identified and, when possible, copies supplied. Failure to comply with this 
requirement may re;>\ilt in a patent issued on the application being held invalid even if the known 
prior art which \s not supplied is material to only one claim of that patent.
